I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1940. 
At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  report  has  been 
kept  as  brief  as  possible  and  as  a means  of  economy  it  has  been 
duplicated  instead  of  printed. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  continues  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  number 
of  notifications  of  Infectious  diseases  shows  a gratifying 
reduction.  The  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  24  as 
compared  with  38  in  1939  and  those  of  Diphtheria  were  25  as 
compared  with  87  in  1939. 

Air  Raid  Precautions  and  allied  activities 
continue  to  form  a large  part  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.  On  ’Alerts1  these  services  show  a very  satisfactory 
turn  out  and  on  the  one  occasion  they  were  used,  to  help  a 
neighbouring  authority,  they  did  excellent  work. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  various  committees  and  to  the  Officials  for  their 
support  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  I am  particularly 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Public  Health  Staff 
for  their  valued  help.

During  tho  year  36  samples  of  milk  have  boon  taken  and 
examined  for  Tuberculosis,  of  which  one  sample  v/as  found  to  be 
tube  rculous . 

When  a sample  of  milk  is  found  to  bo  tuberculous  the 
Veterinary  Staff  of  tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  make 
investigations  at  tho  farm  from  -hi eh  tho  milk  was  obtained. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXiU.II  NAT  ION  OF  MILK, 

(a)  pasteurised  milk. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  proscribes  that 
pasteurised  milk  must  contain  not  more  than  100,000  bacteria  per 
millilitre  before  delivery  to  the  Consumer. 


During  the  year  22  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken 
before  delivery  to  tho  Consumer  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.
